The claims would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement 
and/or enablement requirement. The claims as amended now encompass a genus of any and all derivatives of strain AJ 13355 (FERM 
BP-6614) obtained by any mutagenesis or recombinant DNA technique. The specification does not disclose representative species of 
this genus for which one skilled in the art can predict and visualize or recognize the identity of the other members of the genus. 
Furthermore, undue experimentation would be involved to make the full scope of the recited a genus of any and all derivatives of strain 
AJ13355 (FERM BP-6614) since the instant specification only provides guidance and enabling deposit strain AJ13355 (FERM BP-6614). 
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
